With reſpec tothe place which our Poet has choſen for the 


delivery of his Oracles, nothing can be more judicious than 
the choice of a gloomy cell. The moſt ſacred of all the - 


ancient Oracles, were thoſe delivered by the Sybils from 
deep and ſolitary cavern,. Nor is probability at all violat - 


ed in this inſtance, if we conſider the marvellous accounts 


given by Strabo, Herpdotus, Tacitus, Diodorus, Siculus, 


| Mactobius, X<nophony Plutarch, and other grave hiſtorians . | 
of the Omnacles of Delphos, Claros, Erythræ, Cum, Ba- 
dylon, Dodona, and that of that of the Branchidz, fo fa- 


mous in Afia, amongſt the Darians and Jonians ; toge- - 
ther with a number of others too tedious to mention; nor 


is this ſtory at all more incredible than that of the votaries - 


of Trephonius, in Bcotia, whoſe feet being placed oppo- 
fite a little cavern, thcy were. immediately borne into it 


/ with great force and velocity ; and there futurity was re- 


vealed to them—ſome ſceingy and others hearing wonders : 
but all coming out raving and delirious, like this Prophet.
